Soft and Muddy

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Deer are going after new 
tender grass in these over- 
used areas. The grass 
they eat grows early from 
the stored charge of ener- 
gy in roots. This is killing 
out grass as well as 
browse. 


Watch out for deer, rabbit, 
mouse and ground squirrel 
damage to nature’s growing 


plants. 


Many areas in Lake County 
have become winter gather- 
ing places for deer. Over- 
use on these spots is fast 
killing browse plants. It . 
goes back to the root stor- 
age discharge mentioned 
above. 











This grass is both early 
and will stand heavy use 
better than native grass 
in Lake County. 

Both cows and cowboys 
become tired of hay be- 
fore grass comes. 


Grass-wise sportsmen quick- 
ly realize that a stockman 
pays dearly for his annual 
deer shooting privilege. A 
stockman should not use the 
deer range for stock until 
the grass matured, if he 
wants to help overcome the 
early root discharge losses 
caused by deer. Often that 
is his only early season pas- 
ture, and it is too great a 
hardship. The grass suffers. 


Fence well drained land and seed 
crested wheat grass for early 
spring pasture. 


Two acres should take 
eare of the early grazing 
period for each cow. Try 
nitrogen fertilizer to get 
ahead on spring grass 
start. 























This early pasture idea will 
be profitable even at high 


cost due to critical time of 


year. 





Pasture only to the land 
production ability. Grass 


cover is soil conservation. 


Leave some plant growth on 
the land for best soil and 


grass health. It adds to 


yields next year. 


Old feed carry-over is essen- 
tial insurance for that dry 


year. Be prepared. 


Sheep and deer like browse 


and weeds. Cattle like grass.
